'V^  Acclaimed  music-video  director  Dave  Meyers  has  made 
mm  iPod  silhouettes  come  alive,  sent  Julia  Roberts  dancing 
through  fields  of  flowers  in  “Dream girl,”  and  helped  break 
Outkast  with  their  video  for  "Bombs  Over  Baghdad.”  We 
caught  up  with  him  while  he  was  making  Korn’s  hush-hush 
video,  which  he  could  only  describe  as  “conceptually  epic.” 

What’s  the  best  part  of  making  a  video? 

I  really  enjoy  writing  the  treatments,  and  the  relationships  with 
the  artists,  A  lot  of  them  have  been  repeat  customers,  so  it's  like 
I’m  making  projects  with  my  friends. 

But  they  can  be  stressful,  too,  right? 

The  actual  production  is  hell.  Videos  are  expensive  and  only  play 
based  on  the  success  of  the  song.  For  the  label  to  pony  up  the 
money,  they  want  to  know  the  song  is  doing  well  on  radio.  When 
they  realize  it  is,  they  have  to  green-light  the  video  and  push  it  out 
real  quick.  That  brings  gray  hairs.  But  once  you  go  into  post  [pro¬ 
duction]  and  start  putting  it  all  together,  it’s  fun.  And  when  you  see 
the  excitement  of  the  artist  when  they’re  watching  it,  it's  great. 

Has  that  happened  recently? 

The  “Drearngiri"  idea  started  with  Dave  Matthews,  He  wrote  an 
18-page  treatment  that  was  probably  an  $8  million  idea.  He 
called  me  up  and  asked  me  to  dial  it  into  something  we  could 
afford.  When  Julia  [Roberts)  and  Dave  called  me  to  tell  me  how 
much  they  liked  the  video,  it  was  very  rewarding. 

How  do  you  keep  from  rehashing  the  same  idea? 

I  don’t  really  watch  TV,  and  I  barely  ever  watch  MTV.  When  I 
was  a  little  kid,  I  created  all  these  fantasy  ideas  in  my  head,  and 
now,  I’m  getting  a  chance  to  live  some  of  them  out.  I  have  sever¬ 
al  that  I  just  can’t  wait  to  shoot. 

Which  ideas  have  made  it  into  music- video  reality? 

“American  Baby,”  the  previous  one  with  Dave  Matthews.  I  trav¬ 
eled  the  country  for  four  weeks  filming  people  for  a  video  about 
the  American  people.  It  was  an  amazing  journey. 


it  are  you 


on-set? 


I’m  very  focused  anytime  there's  a  problem,  but  I’m  mellow,  low- 
key.  I’m  fun.  I’ll  be  dancing  on-set.  I  was  teaching  the  [modeling] 
agency  how  to  dance  for  the  iPod  commercial. 

Which  is  better:  shooting  on  location  or  in  a  studio? 

I  just  finished  a  video  with  Kanye  [West].  I  had  him  skydiving, 
and  he  was  only  dangling  from  a  cable  in  front  of  a  green 
screen.  Miami  is  always  fun.  Shooting  all  the  lovely  ladies  down 
there  hasn’t  been  a  bad  part  of  the  career. 

I  [also]  loved  shooting  in  Portugal  with  Limp  Bizkit.  We  took 
Lisbon  by  storm.  We  ended  up  flooding  the  city  's  Parliament 
because  we  drained  an  aqueduct  during  the  shoot.  Then  we 
blew  up  a  town  square  and  ended  up  breaking  all  these  win¬ 
dows.  It  was  very  rock  ’o'  roll.

The  cocktail  craze  of  the  early  twenty- 
first  century  is  making  liquor  more  palat¬ 
able,  but  has  it  taken  us  away  from  alco¬ 
hol's  simple  pleasures?  Enjoy  a  junmai 
sake-tini  garnished  with  pickled  ginger, 
or  a  mojito  made  with  endangered 
Amazonian  flora?  Don't  mind  if  we  do. 
But  isn’t  there  a  humble  alternative  to 
ultra-premium  vodka  flavored  with  squid 
ink  and  wasabi  peppering  an  esopha¬ 
gus-destroying  Bloody  Mary? 

In  this  spirit,  we’ve  gathered  three  of 
the  world’s  top  bar  chefs  to  impress  us 
with  simple  libations  that  look  like  their 
complicated  counterparts,  but  don't 
require  a  Swiss  Army  array  of  bar  tools 
or  a  visit  to  your  local  black  market. 

Jamie  Walker 

Jamie  Walker  has  been  behind  a  bar 
for  most  of  his  adult  life,  managing 
some  of  London's  choice  nightspots, 
such  as  Circus,  Opium,  and  Alphabet. 
Beyond  his  reputation  as  one  of  the 
U.K.’s  great  bar  chefs,  Walker  has 
blended  booze  for  celebrity  events  like 
Elton  Johns  birthday  party,  and  the 
wedding  of  David  and  Victoria  "Posh 
Spice"  Beckham.  As  Bombay  Sap¬ 
phire's  global  brand  ambassador,  he 
travels  the  world  looking  for  inspiration 
to  create  new  gin  cocktails. 

Walker  is  scathing  in  his  criticism  of 
contemporary  bartenders:  "Squid  ink, 
prawn  shells,  pigeon  stock,  cactus,  and 
precious  stones?  I  am  inclined  to  be¬ 
lieve  that  obscure  ingredients  are  added 
to  a  cocktail  list  to  gain  its  venue  a  cer¬ 
tain  notoriety.  One  does  not  want  to  get 


carried  away  with  experimentation  for 
experimentation's  sake.  The  goal  is,  or 
should  be,  to  create  a  delicious  cocktail.” 

Masked  Devil  of  Bombay 
1  oz.  Bombay  Sapphire  Gin,  1  oz. 
melon  liqueur,  1  lemongrass  stalk,  2  chili 
peppers,  melon  segments 

Muddle  the  lemongrass  stalk,  melon 
segments,  and  one  chili  in  a  Boston 
shaker.  Add  Bombay  Sapphire,  melon 
liqueur,  and  ice.  Shake  the  ingredients 
together  vigorously  and  pour  into  a 
chilled  martini  glass.  Garnish  with  two 
split  chili  "'horns"  on  the  rim. 

Dale  DeGroff 

Known  as  the  "King  of  Cocktails," 
DeGroff  gained  his  reputation  by  lending 
bar  at  many  places,  but  none  as  re¬ 
nowned  as  New  York’s  Rainbow  Room, 
where  he  created  more  than  400  of  his 
own  recipes.  Now  DeGroff  tours  the 
world,  training  bar  staff  at  top  hotels  and 
touting  his  book.  The  Craft  of  the 
Cocktail. 

One  mixture,  the  Flaming  Orange 
Gully,  was  created  after  members  of  the 
culinary  Website  eGullet.com  chal¬ 
lenged  him  to  concoct  a  cocktail. 
DeGroff  professes  that  he  has  no  idea 
where  the  name  came  from,  but  the 
flame  in  the  orange  gully  does  add  a  bit 
of  bar  flair  to  the  mix. 

Flaming  Orange  Gully 

i% oz.  Stolichnaya  Ohranj,  !*oz.  fresh 
lime  juice,  two  dashes  Angostura  bitters,

Shake  the  ingredients  well  with

Last  season's  Pacers- Pistons  melee  certainly  was  ugly,  but 
it  was  not  quite  the  harbinger  of  the  apocalypse  that  many 
scribes  made  it  out  to  be.  In  fact,  it’s  only  one  Item  on  a 
long— very  long— list  of  fan-player  fiascoes.  Here’s  a  small 
sampling: 


Blotzed  (May  1912):  The  universally  hated  Ty  Cobb  charges 
into  the  stands  at  Hilltop  Park,  then  the  home  of  the  New  Vbrk 
Yankees,  to  take  on  hecklers  who’d  been  riding  him  for  the  past 
two  days.  Unfortunately,  the  man  Cobb  singles  out  for  a  beat¬ 
ing,  later  dubbed  Otto  Blotz  by  the  press,  has  only  one  hand 
and  can  barely  defend  himself. 


French-Canadien  Revolution  (March  1955):  Montreal 
Canadiens  fans  riot  after  NHL  prez  Clarence  Campbell  puts 
superstar  Maurice  “Rocket"  Richard  on  ice  for  the  rest  of  the  sea¬ 
son  for  deliberately  injuring  Hal  Laycoe  of  the  Boston  Bruins. 
When  Campbell  shows  up  at  the  Canadiens’  next  home  game, 
Habs  fans  pelt  him  with  eggs  and  vegetables.  The  game  is  can¬ 
celed,  the  Montreal  Forum  evacuated,  and  a  full-blown  riot  erupts 
outside,  lasting  until  3  a  m.  and  causing  $500,000  in  damage. 


Fight  Night  at  the  Garden  (December  1979): 

postgame  scuffle  between  the  Boston  Bruins  and  the  New  York 
Rangers,  a  fan  grabs  Bruins  winger  Stan  Jonathan’s  stick  and 
starts  waving  it  over  the  players.  Jonathan  gets  hit — either  by 
the  stick,  a  fans  punch,  or  a  thrown  object.  Whatever  the  case, 
Bruins  right  wing  lerry  O’Reilly  vaults  the  glass  and  goes  after 
fans.  Several  of  his  teammates,  including  defenseman  and  cur¬ 
rent  New  York  Islanders  GM  Mike  Milbury.  follow  him.  Milbury 
strips  off  a  fan’s  shoe  and  beats  the  man  with  it. 


Hamburg  Horror  (April  1993):  A  crazed  fan  stabs  Monica 
Seles,  the  world  s  No.l-ranked  women’s  tennis  player,  during  a 
changeover  in  her  German  Open  match  with  Magdalena  Ma¬ 
leeva.  The  man  wants  Steffi  Graf  to  regain  the  No.  1  ranking, 
which  is  exactly  what  happens  after  Seles  misses  more  than 
two  years  due  to  the  attack.  The  assailant  gets  a  two-year  sus¬ 
pended  sentence  from  a  German  court. 

A  Ligue  of  Their  Own  (September  2002):  Thirty-four-year-old 

William  Ligue  Jr,  and  his  15-year-old  son  inexplicably  leap  from 
the  stands  at  Chicago’s  Comiskey  Park  and  attack  Kansas  City 
Royals  first-base  coach  Tom  Gamboa,  who  is  rescued  by 
Royals  players.

I’m  a  good 
teammate  lo  everybody,  I  feel  like,  if  you  dislike  me,  there's 
something  wrong  with  you.  It's  discouraging  and  kind  of  mind- 
boggling  to  hear  people  say  I’m  a  bad  teammate  and  selfish 
when  all  the  things  I've  done  have  been  to  help  the  team. 
You've  never  won  a  championship  at  any  level — high 
school,  college,  or  the  pros.  How  come?

ference,  l  feel  I  can  fake 
over  a  game,  Look  at  the 
Super  Bowl  I  played  in, 

Even  though  I  came  off  of 
a  career-threatening  in¬ 
jury,  I  did  damage,  and  I 
could've  done  more  dam¬ 
age  had  they  come  to  me 
in  certain  situations.  That 
could  have  been  the  difference  in  the  game.  I'm  not  saying  that 
to  be  selfish,  but  I  think  there's  a  number  of  people  who  agree, 
What  do  you  do  for  fun?

If  you  receive  a  phone  call  and  are  told  you  must  commit 
immediately  to  receive  a  special  deal,  hang  up.  No  rep¬ 
utable  travel  salesperson  demands  an  on-the-spot  decision. 


Don’t  give  your  credit  card  information  out  to  someone 
you  don’t  know.  Ask  to  call  them  back  and  check  if 
they’re  a  real  travel  business  by  contacting  a  Better  Busi¬ 
ness  Bureau  or  the  American  Society  of  Travel  Agents, 
ASTAn  et.com.

But  here  on  the  east¬ 
ern  coast  of  Florida,  the  sky's  clear  and 
the  ocean  is  calm. 

The  members  of  Shinedown,  Florida's 
newest  hard-rock  heavyweights,  collect 
their  gear  and  head  inside  the  Freebird 


Live  rock  dub.  This  isn’t  just  any  Free¬ 
bird  joint — it’s  the  Freebird,  owned  and 
operated  by  Lynyrd  Skynyrd  frontman 
Ronnie  Van  Zant's  widow,  Judy,  and 
their  daughter,  Melody.  They've  got  a 
Hard  Rock  Cafe’s  worth  of  gold  and 
platinum  Skynyrd  albums  around  the 
bar  to  prove  it.  The  Shinedown  guys 
have  keys  to  the  club,  thanks  to  guitarist 
Jasin  Todd,  who  happens  to  be 
Melody’s  husband.  It's  only  two  in  the 
afternoon,  but  Todd’s  already  passing 
around  plastic  cups  of  Bud  Light  and 
firing  up  the  first  of  many  Camel  Lights 
underneath  a  sign  that  reads  thank  you 

FOR  NOT  SMOKING. 


Someone  fidgets  with  the  PA,  and  the 
first  anthemic  strains  of  Us  and  Them, 
Shinedown’s  sophomore  album,  fills  the 
space  with  Barry  Kerch's  pounding 
backbeats,  the  thunder  and  lightning  of 
Todd's  guitar  and  Brad  Stewart’s  bass, 
and  singer  Brent  Smith’s  soulfully  sav¬ 
age  yet  vulnerable  croon,  which  con¬ 
jures  images  not  just  of  the  departed 
Van  Zant,  but  of  more  recent  rock  'n'  roll 
casualties,  such  as  Damageplan’s 
Dimebag  Darrell  and  Alice  in  Chains’ 
Layne  Staley. 

"We  played  a  lot  of  shows  with 
Damageplan,”  Todd  says  with  a  slight 
wince.  “We  played  on  the  same  stage 
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where]  Dimebag  was  shot  just  three 
days  before  it  happened."  His  voice 
trails  off,  but  the  implications  are  clear: 
Shinedown  have  taken  their  own 
dangerous  route  into  rock  n’  roll's  heart 
of  darkness.  But  they're  not  about  to 
turn  back.  Todd  points  to  a  vintage 
photo  of  Skynyrd— a  1977  Street 
Survivors  tour  poster.  ‘Those  guys  are 
badass- looking,''  he  says  with  admira¬ 
tion.  “They  were  the  outlaws.  I  mean, 
you’re  not  exactly  going  to  be  scared  of 
Linkin  Park,  but  those  guys  would  kick 
your  ass.  I’ll  talk  about  the  South  all 
day  We  all  grew  up  extremely  poor— I 
don't  know  how  you  can  sing  the  blues 
If  you  don't" 

It  may  have  taken  nearly  two  years  on 
the  road  and  an  extra  push  from  their 
record  label,  Atlantic,  but  Shinedown’s 
2004  debut,  Leave  a  Whisper  eventual¬ 
ly  went  platinum.  Along  the  way, 
they  were  helped  by  a  happy  accident 
involving  a  radio  interview  and  an 
old  Skynyrd  song.  The  band  had 
already  gone  two  singles  into  Leave  a 
Whisper  when  Todd  and  Smith  played 
an  impromptu  acoustic  version  of 
"Simple  Man"  at  a  radio  station  in 
Boston.  "Jasin  and  Brent  had  played 
the  song  once  here  at  the  Freebird  just 
for  fun,"  Stewart  relates.  "But  they  really 
nailed  it  on  the  air.  It  was  just  an 
acoustic  version,  but  Brent  went  into 
his  soul-singing  thing  and  it  became 
a  hugely  requested  song.  It  let  people 
know  we  were  for  real.’’ 

Todd  adds,  "The  first  single,  ‘Fly  From 
the  Inside,’  was  crazy  produced,  with 
ten  or  12  guitar  tracks  and,  like,  15 
vocals,  it  didn’t  get  much  airplay.  The 
next  one,  ’45,'  was  more  stripped  down. 
And  then  it  was  our  studio  version  of 
'Simple  Man,’  which  they  added  to  the 
second  pressing  of  the  album,  that  had 


sell  the  music.  The  good  stuff  is  all  just 
rock  music.’’ 

"And  without  R&B  there  would  be  no 
rock  n’  roll,"  Todd  interjects.  “All  that 
great  stuff  came  from  the  South,  all  the 
Stax  stuff." 

“Yeah,  there’s  no  sex  in  nu- metal,” 
Smith  shoots  back.  "That  groove  on  the 
drums  is  where  it  all  comes  from.” 

"It  doesn't  matter  what  genre  they 
label  us,”  Kerch  weighs  in.  “If  it's  good 
music,  we  listen  to  it — everything  from 
Coltrane  to  the  new  Mars  Volta.  Of 
course,  we  are  a  rock  band  from  the 
South,  so  we're  a  Southern  rock  band." 

"Everybody  says  that  because  of  the 
Skynyrd  cover,"  Todd  explains.  "But  we 
have  no  affiliation  with  Skynyrd — the 
new  Skynyrd — at  all.  Of  course,  we  lis¬ 
ten  to  all  that  old  Skynyrd.” 

"It’s  music  we  grew  up  with,”  Stewart 
says.  “But  it's  one  of  the  many  pieces 
that  made  us  who  we  are.  It's  a  small 
piece  in  a  big  puzzle.” 

Of  course,  Tzsdd  is  married  to  Melody. 
Fle’s  got  keys  to  the  Freebird.  Judy  Van 
Zant  is  his  mother-in-law.  And  his  five- 
year-old  is  Ronnie's  granddaughter.  As 
Shinedown  promote  their  new  album, 
living  down  Skynyrd  comparisons  may 
be  less  difficult  than  living  up  to  the 
Skynyrd  legacy. 

"I've  heard  people  say  we  got  signed 
because  of  Skynyrd,”  Todd  says,  "and 
that's  so  far  from  the  truth.  We  don't 
even  know  those  guys.  I  mean, !  do,  but 
only  a  little.  We  did  get  to  play  a  show 
with  Skynyrd,  but  then  we  didn’t  even 
get  invited  onstage  to  play  with  them.  I 
was  pissed." 

"What  built  this  is  Jasin,  Brad,  Barry, 
and  Brent:  three  B  s  and  a  J,"  says 
Smith,  who  grew  up  in  Knoxville, 
Tennessee,  before  hooking  up  in 
Jacksonville  with  the  two  B’s  and  a  J  in 


outlaws.  I  mean,  you  re  not  exactly 
your  ass.” — Jasin  Todd,  guitarist 


the  biggest  impact.  With  each  step,  the 
production  got  smaller,  and  people 
seemed  to  like  it  more  and  more." 

On  the  surface,  and  certainly  without 
“Simple  Man,"  Leave  a  Whisper  is  just 
another  nG-melal  creation.  You  would’ve 
needed  to  see  Shinedown  live  to  realize 
the  Staley-esque  soul  at  the  heart  of 
Smiths  singing;  the  lean,  mean  Led 
Zeppelin  blooze  bends  of  Todd's  guitar 
riffs;  and  the  power  of  a  rhythm  section 
brought  up  on  Metallica,  but  schooled 
in  the  groove  of  good  o!  Southern  R&B. 

I  think  nil-metal  is  a  joke  term  that 
somebody  made  up,"  Smith  says.  “Nu- 
metal  is  a  term  radio  came  up  with  to 


2001.  “We  mean  absolutely  no  disre¬ 
spect  whatsoever  to  Skynyrd  or  to  the 
Van  Zants.  I  mean,  Judy  helped  me  out 
when  I  got  down  to  Jacksonville.  She 
housed  me  for  six  months  for  free. 

Brad,  Jasin,  and  Barry  all  housed  me, 
too.  We  re  a  family.  I  came  from  a 
different  state,  left  everything  I  had 
and  everyone  I  knew  behind,  and 
all  the  pieces  fell  Into  place  here  in 
Jacksonville." 

Jacksonville’s  musical  roots  run  deep 
and  wide.  Skynyrd,  Molly  Hatchet,  and 
Tom  Petty,  who  emerged  from  nearby 
Gainesville,  tend  to  get  the  most  notice, 
but  as  Tcdd  is  quick  to  point  out,  “Derek 
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Trucks  and  Susan  Tedeschi  live  right  up 
the  road  from  here.  Everybody  always 
talks  about  Limp  Bizkil  and  Cold  being 
from  here,  but  that  band  Evanescence 
are  here  right  now.  And  Judy  hangs  out 
with  Otis  Redding's  wife  all  the  time.  It's 
a  lot  deeper  here  than  people  know." 

As  each  new  Us  and  Them  track 
begins,  Todd  offers  a  running  com¬ 
mentary.  'This  song  was  inspired  by 
drugs,  rock  n'  roll,  pussy,  and  alco¬ 
holism,”  he  says  of  ‘Atmosphere,''  after 
admitting  that  the  solo  is  a  "note-for- 
note  rip-off  of  the  solo  in  the  Skynyrd 
song  Gimme  Back  My  Bullets.’  ”  Todd 
may  romanticize  crash-and-burn  rock 
’n’  roil  (“I  spend  all  my  money  on  gui¬ 
tars  and  cocaine,"  he  boasts  after 
explaining  how  he  recently  tore  up  his 
knee  in  a  dirt-bike  accident),  but  for  all 
his  talk,  he's  got  a  good  head  on  his 
shoulders.  He  makes  sure  the  bar's 
cleaned  up  before  we  leave,  and, 
along  with  Melody,  he  runs  a  studio  in 
town  called  Made  in  the  Shade,  where 
most  of  the  first  Shinedown  album  was 
recorded.  The  new  disc  was  recorded 
at  Todd's  house.  "People  aren't  even 
going  to  know  that,  because  on  the  CD 
it  says  "recorded  somewhere  in 
Jacksonville.’  ” 

With  their  matching  dreadlocks, 

Kerch  and  Stewart  look  like  the  quintes¬ 
sential  nii- metal  heads  of  the  band — 
especially  Stewart,  with  his  nose  ring 
and  his  vintage  Me  tallica  Meta!  Up  )iiur 
Ass  tour  T-shirt.

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Born  Jayceon  Taylor  in  1 979,  the 
Game  grew  up  on  the  mean  streets 
of  Compton,  California.  He  still  lives 
in  the  area,  but  recently  moved  to  a 
heavily  guarded  block  where  he 
resides  with  his  two-year-old  son, 
Harlem.  When  Taylor  was  in  third 
grade,  his  sister  accused  their  father 
of  molesting  her.  As  a  result,  he  and 
his  siblings  were  split  up  among  var¬ 
ious  foster  homes.  By  the  time  he 
was  reunited  with  his  family  six 
years  later,  Taylor  was  a  streetwise 
teen.  Not  long  after,  he  got  his  first 
taste  of  inner-city  life  when  one  of 
his  brothers  was  shot  and  killed.  His 
brother  would  be  the  first  of  many 
loved  ones  Taylor  would  lose  to 
gang  violence. 

Before  he  found  success  as  the 
Game,  Taylor  was  just  a  fledgling 
rapper  who  dealt  drugs  and  gang- 
banged.  At  age  21 ,  his  life  nearly 
ended.  He  paused  his  game  of 
Madden  to  an  swer  a  knock  at  the 
door  and  was  greeted  with  a  hail¬ 
storm  of  bullets.  “I  think  getting  shot 
actually  saved  my  life  because  it 
was  a  big  wake-up  0311,"  he  says.  "It 
really  motivated  me  to  go  in  a  differ¬ 
ent  direction  with  my  life.”  This 
new  direction  included  sharpening 
his  rap  skills,  which  caught  the 
eye  of  hip-hops  legendary  producer, 
Dr.  Dre. 

In  hooking  up  with  Dre,  the  Game 
found  not  only  a  mentor,  but  also  an 
expressway  to  stardom.  When  he 
released  his  first  major-label  record, 
The  Documentary  (Interscope/ 
Aftermath),  last  January,  it  soared  to 
No.1  on  the  Bboard  charts. 


Three  hours  late,  the  Game  finally 
arrives  for  our  interview.  He’s  in 
town  to  host  a  launch  party  for  his 
new  line  of  Hurricane  sneakers 
that'll  hit  store  shelves  this  holiday 
season.  ‘They  ain’t  no  knockoff  Air 
Jordans,  no  knockoff  Guccis,"  Game 
explains.  The  good  thing  is,  they’re 


comfortable,  but  they’re  not  ugly." 

The  Game  might  have  been  excit¬ 
ed  about  his  sneakers,  but  what  1 
really  cared  about  was  the  escalat¬ 
ing  feud  between  him  and  50  Cent. 
The  beef  had  started  months  earlier 
when  50  Cent,  during  an  interview 
on  New  York  City’s  hip-hop  radio 
station  Hot  97,  said  he  was  kicking 
the  Game  out  of  his  G-Unit  crew.  It 
resulted  in  one  of  the  Game's 
entourage  getting  shot  in  the  leg. 

A  week  later,  on  March  9,  2005,  it 
looked  tike  the  two  rappers  had 
made  up.  They  held  a  press  confer¬ 
ence  and  donated  money  to  two 
inner-city  charities.  “I  did  the  confer¬ 
ence  for  my  son,  for  the  fans,  and 
for  my  endorsements,"  says  the 
Game.  “I  don’t  think  [50  Cent]  was 
thinking  about  anybody  but  50  Cent. 
I  thought  the  dude  was  sincere  at 
the  conference,  but  three  days  later, 
he  was  back  on  the  radio  talkin’ 
about  me." 

Fast-forward  a  few  months.  The 
Game  is  getting  ready  to  perform  at 
Hot  97’s  Summer  Jam  at  Giants 
Stadium  in  New  Jersey.  By  then  the 
truce  had  already  been  broken,  so 
the  Game  was  busy  contemplating 
his  next  move.  Ten  minutes  before 
the  show,  I’m  in  my  dressing  room 
thinking  about  it,"  he  says.  "I  get  out 
there,  do  'Westside  Story’  and  ‘Hate 
It  or  Love  It.’  Then  I  stop  the  music. 

It  didn't  feel  right.  I  just  said  ‘50 
Cent,'  and  everybody's  jaw  dropped 
'cause  they  knew  it  was  on.”  Then 
the  Game  threw  his  G-Unit  chain 
into  the  crowd  and  treated  the  audi¬ 
ence  to  a  fury  of  chants  including, 
“50  Cent  can  suck  my  dick.  G-Unit 
can  suck  my  dick.  Tony  Yayo  can 
suck  my  dick" 

Today,  in  front  of  radio  stations 
and  stores,  Game  supporters  march 
holding  signs  proclaiming  so  cent  is 
a  rat.  “Fiddy  dry-snitched  on  me,” 
says  the  Game.  "He  says  I  sleep 
with  an  AK-47  in  my  couch.  He  ain’t 
never  even  been  to  my  house.  Man, 
G-Unit  is  the  new  Murder  Inc.  But 
you're  not  gonna  Ja  Rule  me." 

In  New  York,  Queens-born  50 
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Cent  has  the  upper  hand.  But  that 
doesn’t  stop  the  Game  from  dissing 
Fiddy  on  his  own  turf.  Tm  here  in 
N.Y.  I  ain't  hiding,”  the  Game  contin¬ 
ues,  sharing  his  thoughts  about  the 
rest  of  the  G-Unit  team.  “Yayo  was 
in  jail,  but  wasn’t  doing  hard  time. 

He  went  to  Camp  Snoopy.  And 
Olivia  is  a  man,” 

It  doesn't  stop  there.  In  the 
Game’s  impressive  freestyle  riff 
"300  Bars  and  Runnin’,  ”  he  raps, 
"You  wanna  rhyme  like  Lloyd 
Banks?  Repeat  after  me  /  l‘m  a  G- 
Unit  toy  soldier  /  On  Sesame 
Street  doing  voiceovers  /  Bitch-ass 
nigga  need  a  rhyme  dictionary,  to 
rehearse  his  lines  /  Sound  like 
Oscar  the  Grouch,  with  them  nurs¬ 
ery  rhymes.”  The  Game  says  this 
was  a  preemptive  move,  some¬ 
thing  for  his  rivals  to  think  about 
after  he  left  for  his  overseas  tour: 

“I  started  working  on  it  after  the 
Hot  97  thing,  just  to  have  some 
ammo  ready,  They  tried  to  defame 
my  character.  I  wanted  to  leave 
that  in  their  motherfuckin’  heads 
because  I  knew  they  'd  be  talking 
shit  while  l!m  in  Europe."  But  don't 


expect  a  follow-up.  "I’m  stopping 
there,”  he  says,  "There  won  t  be  400 


Bars'  unless  someone  really  pisses 
me  off,” 


It  turns  out  that  this  afternoon  the 
Game  is  scheduled  to  play  in  a 
charity  basketball  game  on  an  out¬ 
side  court  in  Harlem’s  Rucker  Park. 


On  our  way  to  the  car,  a  dapper 
British  gentleman  in  our  elevator 
notices  all  the  bling  the  Game  is 
wearing,  including  a  pendant  as  big 
as  his  head.  He  asks,  “Are  those 
genuine?”  The  Game  seems  miffed. 
"Genuine?!  Are  you  kiddin’  me?! 
Man,  this  is  the  real  deal.  This  is 


about  100  Gs  right  here.  Man,  I  got 


a  Bentley  hanging  around  my  neck." 


Then  he  rolls  up  his  sleeve,  expos¬ 
ing  a  bling -encrusted  watch.  "And 
here's  a  Mercedes  right  here” 

We  pile  into  one  of  several  black 
vans,  and  are  soon  joined  by  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Game's  posse,  Sitting 


close  to  the  rapper,  I  notice  he's 


sporting  a  new  tattoo— a  butterfly. 


under  his  eye.  He  explains  that  the 
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curious  tattoo  is  in  honor  of  his  grand¬ 
mother.  'Besides,  the  chicks  like  it"  he 
adds.  Under  his  other  eye  is  a  teardrop 
tattoo,  which  in  gang  circles  signifies 
you've  either  been  in  jail  or  committed 
murder.  The  Game  makes  a  point  of  not¬ 
ing  that  he's  never  been  to  jail.  I  ask  if 
he'd  like  to  elaborate  on  what  he’s  imply¬ 
ing  by  saying  that,  and  he  gives  me  a 
hard,  silent  look. 

The  Game  pulls  down  his  baseball 
cap  to  shield  his  eyes  from  the  sun,  rests 
his  head  against  the  window,  and  sighs. 
The  driver  starts  to  run  red  lights  to  avoid 
sitting  idle  at  intersections  where  some¬ 
one  might  be  tempted  to  “pop  a  cap  in 
our  ass."  Great. 

When  we  arrive  in  Harlem,  there’s  ten¬ 
sion  in  the  air.  We  enter  behind  the 
police  barricades  that  have  been  erect¬ 
ed  to  keep  fans— and  would-be 
assailants— at  bay.  We  soon  realize  that 
many  of  the  spectators  are  Crip  mem¬ 
bers.  The  Game  is  connected  to  the 
Bloods,  a  rival  gang.  There  are  also  50 
Cent  fans.  One  of  the  Game's  manage¬ 
ment  team  isn’t  liking  this  at  all,  pointing 
out  there  are  “Crips  forty-deep  in  the 
stands.”  He  predicts  the  situation  could 
quickly  turn  bad.  But  the  Game's  not 
worried.  He  and  his  entourage  prepare 
to  play,  taking  the  time  to  remove  all 
their  jewelry. 

The  game  starts,  but  it’s  slow  because 
the  action  stops  every  time  a  brawl 
breaks  out  During  major  fights,  the 
Game's  lookout  gives  his  special  call  and 
a  crew  swarms  the  rapper  to  defend  him. 
Guys  seem  to  appear  out  of  nowhere 
from  all  corners  of  the  park,  rushing  to 
join  the  fray.  Near  the  end  of  the  game, 
one  of  the  fights  grows  so  big  that  it 
includes  most  of  the  crowd.  There’s 
yelling,  swearing,  and  fists  flying— and 
the  Game  dives  toward  the  free-for-all. 
Amid  the  violence— and  with  half  the 
players  no  longer  on  the  court  —the  offi¬ 
cials  call  off  the  game. 

That  doesn’t  stop  the  violence,  though. 
The  fight  continues  in  the  stands.  The 
rappers  make  a  beeline  for  the  cars,  and 
I  scramble  out  with  a  manager  and  some 
posse  members.  They  repeatedly  warn 
us  to  be  alert  because  “them  gang- 
bangers  are  circling,  and  it’s  tricky  right 


here"  We  quickly  make  our  way  to 
our  cars  as  people  begin  storming 
the  barricades.  The  walls  are  only 
waist-high  and  won’t  do  much 
good  it  someone  tries  to  take  a 
shot  at  us,  which  the  posse  feels  is 
pretty  likely.  We  escape 
unscathed,  but  the  Game's  man¬ 
ager,  Jimmy  “Henchman” 
Rosemond,  isn’t  thrilled.  He  says, 
“The  kid  comes  up  here  and  gets 
these  Crip  brothers  all  tired  up— 
that’s  crazy  shit."  But  when  it 
comes  to  the  beef  with  50  Cent, 
Rosemond  is  supportive:  “I  can't 
tell  him  just  to  take  it  and  not  to  be 
a  man.  I  ain’t  gonna  tell  him  just  to 
be  somebody’s  bitch." 


About  a  week  after  my  Harlem 
adventure,  the  Game  had  an 
encounter  with  Death  Row’s  Suge 
Knight  near  a  Los  Angeles  club.  A 
member  of  Suge’s  crew  reportedly 
tried  to  grab  a  chain  from  the 
Games  neck,  and  chaos  ensued.  “It 
was  just  a  little  run-in,"  explains  the 


Game,  "Suge  tries  to  do  his  thing, 
where  he  wants  to  try  and  punk  rap¬ 
pers  and  see  if  he  can  get  the  upper 
hand.  But  he  met  his  match  in  me. 


I’m  not  having  it.  I’m  25  years  old,  a 
grown  man,  and  I  should  be 
respected.  I  take  care  of  a  lot  of 
people,  and  all  I  want  is  respect. 
They  came  at  me.  I  didn't  start  this. 
But  I’ll  sure  as  hell  be  glad  to  finish 


Despite  these  high-profile  beefs, 
the  Game  is  moving  forward  with 
his  career.  Starting  this  November, 
his  fans  can  catch  him  on  the  big 
screen  in  Millionaire  Boys  Club, 
then  in  Waist  Deep.  “I  play  a  gang 
member,"  he  says.  “How  true  to  life 
is  that?  It  shouldn’t  be  too  hard, 
but  I'm  really  excited  and  looking 
forward  to  the  challenge.”  Fans 
won’t  have  to  wait  too  long  for  the 
next  record  either,  as  he's  already 
started  writing  it.  “My  new  album’s 
gonna  be  better  than  the  first  one. 

I  haven’t  lost  it.  I’m  still  on  the 
streets  and  still  hungry.  If  anyone’s 
looking  for  me  to  fall  off,  it’s  not 
gonna  happen."CM—

Though  he  owns  a  fleet  of  cars,  most 
notably  (and  handsomely)  a  racing- 
green  Aston  Martin  DB9,  Carolfa  usually 
chooses  his  Mini  Cooper  for  easy  travel 
around  his  native  Los  Angeles.

Carolla  pops  into  my  office.  But  before 
we  can  begin  discussing  prospective 
comedy  bits,  his  cell  phone  rings. 

It’s  David  Abraham,  executive  vice 
president  and  general  manager  of  TLC, 
telling  him  how  happy  the  station  is 
with  the  first  installment  of  The  Adam 
Carolla  Project.  Carolla  is  pleased  and 
genuinely  appreciative  of  Abraham's 
praise.  He  tells  me  the  good  news,  then 
he’s  off  again. 


About  an  hour  later  than  the  field 
department  had  hoped,  Carolla  hits 
Melrose  Avenue  to  shoot  a  man-on-the- 
street  piece  called  ’Show  Me  a  Scar, 

Tell  Me  a  Story."  Though  his  writing  staff 
openly  doubted  his  hypothesis  that 
lots  of  people  have  scars  they’d  be  will¬ 
ing  to  show  on  TV,  and  interesting 
stories  to  go  with  them,  Carolla  is  once 
again  vindicated. 

He  approaches  two  young  black  men 
and  cavalierly  throws  out,  “HI  bet  you 
guys  have  been  stabbed  and  shot.  ' 

It’s  a  classic  Carolla  moment:  Has  he 
crossed  the  line?  Will  these  guys  be 
offended?  Will  we  see  a  repeat  of  the 
tense  moment  from  the  Too  Late  pilot 
when  a  man -on -the- street  subject 
pulled  a  butterfly  knife  on  him? 

None  of  the  above.  The  guys  just 
laugh  and  proudly  confirm  the 
host's  suspicion,  one  displaying  the 
scar  on  his  hand  where  he  was 
stabbed,  and  the  other  revealing  the 
indentation  in  his  leg  where  he  was 
shot  with  a  pellet  gun. 

Later,  a  young  woman  denies  that 
she  has  any  scars,  but  offers  a 
peek  at  a  bug  bite  on  her  ankle.  “Wait  a 
minute,  what’s  that?"  asks  Carolla, 
pointing  to  the  woman's  foot  in  her 
open-toed  sandal.  The  woman 
recoils  when  the  prominent  scar  run¬ 
ning  the  length  of  her  metatarsal 
is  discovered. 

“Was  that  a  bunion?”  Carolla  asks, 
and  the  woman  shrieks  in  a  combina¬ 
tion  of  confession,  humiliation,  and 
revulsion.  Her  friend  informs  the  inquisi¬ 
tive  TV  host  that  the  woman  is  very  sen¬ 
sitive  about  her  feet. 

“Well,  then  don't  wear  sandals!"  says 
Carolla.  “I  have  a  hairy  ass,  but  you 
don’t  see  me  walking  around  in  chaps.” 

The  bit  goes  well,  yielding  a  remark¬ 
able  and  varied  collection  of  dog-bite 
scars,  skateboard  wounds,  a  boob-job 
scar,  and  one  spectacular  zipper  scar 
on  a  woman  who  had  to  be  opened  up 
so  doctors  could  remove  a  needle  she 
had  swallowed. 

It’s  almost  5  p.m.,  and  the  boxer's  feet 
are  moving  again. 


Jimmy  Kimmel,  Carolla's  longtime 
friend,  collaborator,  and  producing  part¬ 
ner,  arrives  for  the  meeting.  Though  he 
lives  just  a  few  minutes  down  the  street, 
Kimmel  has  thoughtfully  given  his 
buddy  his  preferred  ten-minute  cush¬ 
ion.  Kimmel  met  Carolla  in  a  boxing 


gym  in  1994,  when  he  enlisted  his  future 
partner  to  train  him  for  a  boxing  tourna¬ 
ment  among  on-air  personalities  at 
KROQ  in  Los  Angeles.  (Carolla  had 
been  working  as  a  carpet  cleaner,  car¬ 
penter,  and  boxing  instructor.) 

During  these  tutorials,  Kimmel  noticed 
that  his  rangy,  southpaw  sparring  partner 
happened  to  be  funnier  than  anyone  he 
worked  with  at  the  radio  station.  Kimmel 
urged  Carolla  to  start  doing  radio. 

Now,  slightly  more  than  a  decade 
later,  the  former  Man  Show  cohosts  sit 
with  Barnett  discussing  Carolla’s  move 
into  the  slot  heretofore  occupied  by  the 
biggest  name  in  radio  history.

After  a  productive  meeting  of  the 
minds,  Carolla  must  dart  to  the  location 


For  most  TV  stars,  pulling  up  to  the  job 
means  a  parking  space  with  their  name 
on  it,  a  bowl  of  fresh  fruit  waiting  in  their 
dressing  room,  and  a  small  coterie  of 
hair-and-makeup  people  waiting  to 
beautify  the  talent.  Not  on  The  Adam 
Carolla  Project.  When  he  pulls  up  to  the 
job  site,  it's,  well,  a  job  site. 

Carolla  is  overseeing  the  renovation  of 
his  small,  charmless  boyhood  home  in 
the  San  Fernando  Valley.  This  project 
provides  the  setting  for  the  show.  It's  a 
frenzied  day  at  the  site,  and  Carolla's 
crew  is  stomping  around  in  a  foul  mood, 
During  the  weekend,  someone  broke 
into  the  site  and  stole  all  of  their  tools. 

The  angry  builders  are  whipping  one 
another  into  a  bloodthirsty  vigilante  mob. 

Ray  Oldhafer,  Carolla’s  friend  since 
childhood,  has  lost  all  of  his  new  drills 
and  thinks  he  knows  the  guys  who  stole 
them.  His  prime  suspects  live  just  down 
the  street.  But  before  Carolla’s  crew 
can  mete  out  some  frontier  justice,  the 
show's  star  has  headed  off  the  prob¬ 
lem.  He  has  contacted  Hitachi,  provider 
of  the  show's  toots,  and  the  company  is 
happily  replacing  all  the  missing  items. 

When  the  new  gear  arrives,  it's  the 
construction  equivalent  of  a  Roman 
bacchanalia — an  orgy  of  power  drills, 
circular  saws,  and  belt  sanders.  The 
crew  dives  in  with  abandon. 


Carolla  wheels  his  Mini  into  Hollywood 
Center  Studios,  home  to  his  late-night 
show  on  Comedy  Central,  Too  Late  With 
Adam  Carolla.  Like  a  battlefield  sur¬ 
geon,  he  addresses  his  various  com¬ 
peting  projects  with  an  element  of 
triage.  It's  a  non-tape  day  at  Too  Late, 
so  the  pace  is  decidedly  less  furious 
than  on  days  when  cameras  roll.  For 
this  show,  he  does  have  a  parking 
space  with  his  name  on  it  and  lunch  is 
waiting  for  him,  courtesy  of  executive 
producer  Daniel  Kellison.  Kellison,  who 
also  produces  The  Adam  Carolla 
Project,  is  tackling  his  daily  quandary. 
He  has  an  extensive  list  of  elements  for 
the  show  that  he  needs  to  discuss  with 
Carolla,  but  he  also  has  to  quickly  dis¬ 
patch  his  host  for  a  field  shoot. 

Between  bites  of  their  turkey  sand¬ 
wiches,  they  cram  in  as  much  business 
as  humanly  possible. 
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The  shrill  alarm  of  the  electronic  round 
bell  blares  in  a  small  boxing  gym. 
Carolla  and  actor/director  Peter  Berg 
(, Friday  Night  Lights )  are  sparring  under 
the  watchful  eye  of  Terry  Claybon,  who 
trained  Denzel  Washington  for  his 
Oscar-nominated  performance  as 
Rubin  “Hurricane1  Carter. 

Like  most  people  who  see  Carolla’s 
boxing  prowess  up  close,  Berg,  who 
portrayed  a  palooka  in  The  Great  White 
Hype,  is  surprised  and  impressed. 

Maybe  it's  the  skinny  arms,  or  the 
nasally  voice.  But  people  just  don't 
see  Carolla,  who  was  an  All-League 
football  player  in  high  school,  as  a 
pugilist.  The  producers  of  Fox’s 
Celebrity  Boxing  once  tried  to  coax  him 
into  fighting  female  wrestler  Chyna,  an 
invitation  that  Carolla  deemed  a 
lose-lose  situation  and  declined.  Now, 
in  addition  to  his  two  TV  shows  and 
booming  radio  career,  Carolla  is  devel¬ 
oping  a  feature  film-  -a  comedy 
set  in  the  world  of  amateur  boxing. 


Though  his  swirling  schedule  reflects 
the  anarchical  quality  of  the  man  him¬ 
self,  there  is  an  organized  chaos  to  the 
daily  fire  drill  that  Carolla  endures. 
Perhaps  the  most  sacrosanct  sliver  of 
his  schedule  is  the  afternoon  nap. 

Today  it’s  later  than  usual,  and  is  there¬ 
fore  all  the  more  needed.  When  you  are 
the  generator  for  two  television  shows, 
a  radio  show,  and  a  movie,  you  need  to 
recharge  your  batteries  regularly. 

For  most  Americans,  waking  up  for 
work  is  the  worst  moment  of  the  day. 
Monday  through  Thursday,  Carolla 
experiences  it  twice. 


His  second  wake-up  is  much  less 
jarring  than  the  first.  Instead  of  spring¬ 
ing  into  a  power  meeting,  he  enjoys 
a  leisurely  dinner  with  Lynette. 

On  most  nights,  he  would  skip  rope 
before  heading  to  Loveline,  but 
between  the  steamy  hours  taping  on 
Melrose  and  his  session  at  Claybon’s, 
Carolla  is  content  to  take  it  easy.

Beef:  There’s  nothing  wrong  with  having  a  little  potatoes  and 

beef.  {Just  ask  50  Cent.)  A  four-ounce  slab  of  lean  a  slab  of  beef 

beef  packs  B-vitamins,  cancer-fighting  antioxidants, 
and  more  than  60  percent  of  your  daily  protein. 

Black  beans:  One  cup  has  more  than  half  your 
daily  dose  of  fiber,  along  with  plenty  of  iron,  vitamin 
B1,  and  protein. 

Blueberries:  They’re  heavy  on  vitamin  C,  and  have 
more  antioxidant  power  than  red  wine.  Down  the 
road,  they  may  even  save  your  brain  and  your  vision. 

Brown  rice:  Don’t  boycott  this  wonder-carb. 

B-vitamins,  iron,  and  fiber,  brown  rice  pummels 
white  rice  in  the  nutrients  department.  Pius,  whole 
grains  may  lower  your  cancer  risk. 

Cantaloupes:  Half  a  melon  has  almost  twice  the 
RDA  for  vitamin  C,  and  twice  as  much  potassium  as 
a  banana. 

Chili  peppers:  Capsaicin,  the  chemical  that  sets 
your  mouth  on  fire,  can  lower  blood  pressure  and 
cholesterol.  It  also  soothes  digestive  problems,  so 
if  your  buddy  uses  that  "weak  stomach"  excuse  on 
wing  night,  it  means  he  just  can't  take  the  heat. 

Mangoes:  One  of  these  gives  you  most  of  your 
daily  vitamin  C,  plus  a  big  helping  of  vitamin  A  and 
fiber.  The  tropical  fruit  may  even  prevent  arthritis 
and  boost  your  immune  system. 

Oatmeal:  It's  got  fiber  and  antioxidants  to  spare, 
and  besides,  it’s  Oatmeal  Month!  Seriously. 

Quinoa:  Like  most  whole  grains,  quinoa  is  rich  in 
Iron  and  protein,  but  it's  actually  a  seed.  That  means 
you  also  get  fiber,  magnesium,  and  B-vitamins. 

Red  onions:  The  quercetin  in  red  onions  is  a  pow¬ 
erful  antioxidant.

Crocs  have  stronger  immune  sys¬ 
tems  than  humans,  and  recents  tests  show  that  their  antibodies  can  fight 
off  penicillin-resistant  bacteria  and  even  HIV  Now  Australian  and  U.S.  sci¬ 
entists  are  extracting  crocodile  blood  in  the  hopes  of  isolating  those  anti¬ 
bodies  to  develop  better  disease- fighting  meds.  But  don't  go  croc-h unt¬ 
ing  the  next  time  you  get  a  paper  cut— researchers  warn  that  it  may  take 
years  until  the  antibodies  are  ready  for  human  consumption.

WAKE  UP! 


No  self-respecting  man  gets  enough 
sleep.  But  whether  your  late  nights  come 
from  playing  Halo  or  getting  laid,  an  exper¬ 
imental  drug  called  CX717  may  one  day 
make  up  for  lost  zzz’s.  A  lucky  group  of 
rested  monkeys  look  performance  tests, 
then  took  the  tests  again  after  30-plus 
sleepless  hours.  Their  performance 
sucked,  obviously.  But  after  a  hit  of  CX717, 
the  monkeys  rocked  the  tests  despite  their 
lack  of  shut-eye.  The  drug  has  also  shown 
positive  results  in  humans,  and  could 
someday  be  an  aid  to  military  personnel, 
docs  on  call,  and  late-shift  workers. 


From  the  files  of  scientific  studies  that  sound  sus¬ 
piciously  like  they  were  conducted  by  Starbucks: 
The  main  source  of  antioxidants  in  the  American 
diet  is  coffee.  Not  broccoli.  Not  pomegranates. 
Not  tomatoes.  A  study  at  the  University  of 
Scranton  (an  actual  university,  not  a  coffee  shop) 
found  that  the  amount  of  coffee  we  drink  each 
day  makes  it  a  prime  source  of  the  cancer-fight¬ 
ing  compounds. 

But  before  you  order  a  gallon  of  joe,  keep  in 
mind  that  all  those  antioxidants  aren’t  necessarily 
absorbed  or  utilized  by  your  body.  The  best 
antioxidant  sources  are  still  fruits  and  veggies. 


Got  an  earthy  friend  who’s  always 
raving  about  his  herbal  reme¬ 
dies?  Now  you  can  put  him  in  his 
place.  Two  new  studies  have  de¬ 
livered  a  blow  to  a  handful  of  so- 
called  herbal  wonder  drugs.  In 
the  first  study,  researchers  at  the 
University  of  Virginia  found  that 
echinacea  doesn't  prevent  colds 
or  lessen  symptoms.  The  second 
study,  at  the  University  of 
California,  San  Francisco,  tested 
the  effectiveness  of  kava  (for  anx¬ 
iety)  and  valerian  (for  insomnia). 
You  guessed  it:  Neither  fared  bet¬ 
ter  than  a  placebo.  Guess  it’s 
time  to  go  back  to  chugging 
cough  syrup. 


Sugar's  been  taking  a  lot  of  heat 
for  the  obesity  crisis  in  America, 
with  the  bulk  of  the  blame  falling 
on  high-fructose  corn  syrup— 
the  extra-sweet  ingredient  added 
to  ice  cream,  soda,  ketchup, 
and  other  processed  foods.  The 
sugar  industry  has  fired  back, 
arguing  that  sugar  has  zero 
connection  to  obesity.  Their 
argument?  Weight  gain  is 
caused  by  a  plain-and-simple 
overdose  on  calories. 


Now  there’s  more  bad  news 
for  the  sugar  supporters.  Experts 
are  suggesting  that  fructose,  a 
naturally  occurring  sweetener, 
affects  the  way  our  metabolism 
works.  A  recent  study  found  that 
fructose  impedes  the 
body's  ability  to  feel  full. 

Another  study  linked 
fructose  to 
increased 


fat  storage:  Mice  that  consumed 
fructose-sweetened  beverages 
had  an  impressive  90  percent 
more  body  fat  than  mice  that  only 
consumed  water.  Even  though  the 
fructose-chugging  mice  ate  less, 
they  actually  gained  more  weight. 
So  unless  you're  going  for  that

Ferrari ?s  famous  prancing-horse  symbol,  the 
cavallino,  is  one  of  the  most  recognized  logos 
on  Earth  — not  bad  for  a  car  company  that 
sold  fewer  than  5,000  cars  worldwide  last 
year.  Established  in  1 947  by  racing  genius 
Enzo  Ferrari  (1898-1988),  who  started  racing 
for  Alfa  Romeo  in  1929,  Ferrari  has  consis¬ 
tently  produced  some  of  the  fastest,  most 
beautiful,  and  winningest  racing  and  road 
cars  of  the  last  half-century. 

While  dozens  of  others  have  come  and 
gone,  Ferrari  holds  the  distinction  of  being  the 
only  company  that  has  competed  in  every  sin¬ 
gle  Formula  One  race  since  1950.  Ferrari  has 
also  been  a  consistent  winner  in  sports-car 
racing  over  the  last  55  years,  with  more  than 
5,000  race  victories. 

Founder  Enzo  Ferrari  sold  half  the  compa¬ 
ny  to  Italian  giant  Fiat  in  1969.  Fiat  bought  an 
additional  40  percent  in  1988,  thus  guaran¬ 
teeing  the  company's  financial  future.  In  turn, 
Fiat  made  Ferrari  responsible  for  Maserati 
sports  cars  in  1997. 

Ferrari  is  the  only  car  company  that  con¬ 
ducts  its  racing  business  ass-backward  from 
its  competitors.  While  the  other  companies 


participate  in  big-time  racing  to  create  a  halo 
of  high  performance  over  their  street  cars, 
Ferrari  sells  its  magnificent  street  cars  to 
finance  its  racing  operations,  which  employ 
about  700  people  and  have  an  annual  budget 
approaching  $500  million.  Ferrari  is  the  only 
car  company  to  establish  an  international  rac¬ 
ing  series  for  its  customers  — the  Ferrari 
Challenge  Cup— using  identical  race-pre¬ 
pared  F360  Modenas,  which  will  be  replaced 
by  F430s  next  year.  Ferrari  is  also  the  only 
car  company  that  sees  no  need  to  advertise, 
so  great  is  its  international  reputation. 

Ferrari  has  won  the  Formula  One  World 
Championship  14  times,  including  an  unprec¬ 
edented  five  in  a  row  between  2000  and  2004 
behind  the  fabulously  talented  German  driver 
Michael  Schumacher.  His  batting  average,  84 
wins  in  226  races,  is  higher  than  Ty  Cobb's.  In 
return  for  those  championships,  Schumacher 
has  become  one  of  the  two  or  three  highest- 
paid  athletes  in  the  world.  This  year  Ferrari 
just  had  the  wrong  tires. 

Ferrari  also  boasts  1 82  Formula  One  victo¬ 
ries,  nine  wins  at  the  Le  Mans  24-hour  race, 
eight  wins  at  the  Mille  Miglia,  and  seven  wins

Ferrari  has  built  its  reputation  on  great  shapes  artfully  draped  around  high-rewing,  high- 
pitched  screamer  engines — V-6,  V-8,  V-10,  and  V-12 — and  chassis  that  win  races — lots  of 
races.

Ferraris  are  available  to  elite  customers  in  six  distinct  fla¬ 
vors — more  models  than  the  company  has  ever  offered.  The 
new  F430  coupe  and  Spyder  are  Pininfarina-bodied,  rear- 
engined,  aluminum-chassis  screamers  powered  by  a  4,3-liter 
V-8  engine  of  490  horsepower  and  343  foot-pounds  of  torque. 
Buyers  can  choose  between  six-speed  manual  or  FI  elec¬ 
tronic-shift  automatic,  with  steering-wheel  shift  paddles,  an 
electronic  differential,  and  driver-selectable  modes  for  trac¬ 
tion  control  and  stability.  Top  speed:  195  mph.  Price: 
$180,000,  The  Ferrari  Challenge  will  switch  to  these  next  year. 

Further  up  this  very  distinguished  sports-car  ladder  is  the 
575  Maranello,  an  angry-looking  coupe  carrying  a  5.7-liter, 
48-valve  V-12  engine  that  makes  515  horsepower  and  434 


foot-pounds,  The  575  also  uses  the  FI  manual  automatic 
gearbox  with  shifter  paddles  on  the  steering  wheel.  A  GT 
handling  option  adds  huge  Brembo  brakes,  19-Inch  wheels 
and  tires,  and  a  modified  suspension  system,  Top  speed:  202 
mph.  Price:  $250,000  to  start. 

A  variation  on  the  575  theme  is  the  limited-production 
Superamerica,  essentially  a  575M  with  a  one-piece,  see- 
through  top  that  power-folds  back  into  the  rear  deck  to  create 
a  roadster  with  a  flying-buttress  roofline.  The  glass  top  is  elec- 
trochromic,  and  may  be  lightened  or  darkened  through  five 
stages  using  a  knob  on  the  console,  Named  after  the  rare 
Superamerica  cars  of  the  1950s,  the  new  version  carries  the 
same  engine  and  transmission  as  the  575M,  and  is  the  fastest 
car  of  its  type  in  the  world  at  199  mph.

It  comes  with  an  800- horsepower  V-12  engine,  a  car¬ 
bon  fiber  body,  200-mile s-per-hour  performance,  driving  lessons,  arid  on-track  racing  ses¬ 
sions  with  a  jury  of  your  peers — all  for  just  SI  .8  million.  Let's  see,  if  we  each  put  up  $90,000  ... 


builder  whose  company  Ferrari  now  owns.  The  all-aluminum 
612  is  Ferrari’s  only  front-engined  four-seater.  It  uses  the  same 
5.7-liter  V-12  engine  as  the  575M,  generating  540  horsepower 
and  434  foot-pounds  of  canyon-carving,  trip-shortening 
torque.  Top  speed:  196  mph.  Price:  $290,000. 

Ferrari  has  always  built  one  car  that  stands  out  from  all  the 
others  in  terms  of  acceleration,  handling,  top  speed,  and 
heartrending,  sexy  good  looks.  In  the  1950s,  it  was  the  GTO, 
from  which  the  1964  Pontiac  stole  its  name.  In  the  1970s,  it 
was  the  Daytona  V-12  coupe  and  Spyder.  In  the  1980s,  the 
mantle  was  passed  to  the  Berlinetta  Boxer,  or  BB  512,  with  its 
five-liter  flat-12  engine.  The  1990s  brought  us  the  F40  and 
F50 — radical,  rear-engined  V-12s  with  see-through  engine 
covers.  In  2002,  the  company  debuted  the  Enzo,  essentially  a 
detuned  Formula  One  car  with  a  full  body  and  street  equip¬ 
ment.  The  Enzo  stood  as  the  most  expensive  Ferrari  of  all 
time,  with  a  production  run  of  just  399  cars  and  a  price  of 


$675,000,  if  you  could  find  a  dealer  who  had  one  for  sale. 

Now  there’s  a  brand-new  contender  for  Most  Desirable  Car 
on  Earth:  the  Ferrari  FXX.  It’s  different  from  all  other  Ferraris, 
with  a  completely  new  body,  engine,  and  chassis.  The  rear- 
engined  FXX  is  a  race  car,  not  homologated  for  either  racing 
or  street  use,  and  packs  an  800-horsepower,  twin-tur- 
bocharged  V-12  engine,  a  racing  transmission,  and  huge 
Bridgestone  racing  slicks.  Only  about  20  of  these  cars  will 
be  built.  The  $1.8  million  price  tag,  if  you  qualify  as  a  long¬ 
time  Ferrari  customer  and  racer,  includes  an  adjunct  mem¬ 
bership  to  the  Ferrari  racing  team,  with  professional  driving 
instruction  and  track  test  sessions  that  are  monitored  by 
electronic  data-acquisition  systems  to  see  how  fast  you  real¬ 
ly  are.

And  yet,  the  downstairs  of  Ristow’s  6, 000-square -foot 
warehouse  is  filled  with  the  kind  of  hipster  hotties  most  men 
would  do  anything  to  bang,  and  it's  still  early.  By  the  time 


things  really  heat  up  in  his  paved  “living  room,1’  he'll  have  a 
higher  per-capita  cool  quotient  than  the  Viper  Room. 

The  Cutting  Edge 

His  sex  appeal  must  have  something  to  do  with  the  dozen 
metal  working  machines  that  also  (ill  the  downstairs.  Ristow, 
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Jeff  Clarke  Jon  Alloway 


you  see,  is  an  artist.  Wot  the 
cut-off-your-ear  or  thlnk-a- 
soup-can-is- remarkable  kind 
of  artist.  His  particular  brand 
of  art  takes  the  shape  of 
massive,  crude,  oil-splat* 
tered  robots.  Much  like  pets, 
they  have  odd  names  and 
personalities,  like  the  Sub* 
jugator  and  the  Manipulatrix. 
One  looks  and  crawls  like  a 
spider.  Others  have  jagged 
jaws  of  cut  steel  or  massive 
hydraulic  pincers,  and  nearly 
all  shoot  fire.  Tonight  at  his 
party,  Ristow  will  unleash 


part,  of  the  art  world.  Rather, 
it’s  the  ripped,  flapping, 
bloody  edge  where  violence 
is  exquisite,  the  audience  is 
terrified,  and  no  one  is  ever 
sure  whether  the  "art"  is 
about  to  snap  and  kill  every¬ 
one.  You  can’t  put  this  shit  in 
a  gallery,  and  you  sure  as 
hell  can't  hang  it  on  a  wall. 

Ristow’s  not  alone  in  his 


these  pets  and  let  them  tear 
apart  bicycles,  mannequins, 
and  even  each  other.  This 
kind  of  art  isn't  the  under¬ 
ground,  or  even  the  fringe

madness.  A  small  network  of 
machine  and  fire  artists  is  lit¬ 
tered  across  the  country, 
building  machines  and 
breaking  whatever  rules  it 
can.  They  create  huge  per¬ 
formance  spectacles  on 
streets,  on  piers,  and  in 
warehouses,  expressing 
whatever  demons  happen  to 
be  strangling  their  brains. 


None  of  the  machines  or 
shows  have  ever  been  creat¬ 
ed  for  profit,  and  (he  artists 
don't  care  if  you  become 
traumatized  or  offended — or 
even  run  away  in  fear,  if  you 
have  the  night  personality  to 
appreciate  it,  the  shows  help 
you  lap  into  your  own  anger 
and  passion  for ...  what? 
Anything.  They  make  you 
want  to  scream,  destroy,  or 
fuck  anything  at  all — even  a 
disturbed  artist  freak  tike 
Ristow. 

And  if  you're  lucky,  you 
just  might  get  an  invite  to  the 
party. 

‘The  Most  Dangerous 
Show  on  Earth” 

If  Ristow  is  a  fully  certified 
member  of  the  cult  of  crazy, 
dangerous  shit,  then  the 
undisputed  Jim  Jones  of  the 
bunch  is  Mark  Pauline. 
Ristow’s  onetime  teacher 
and  visionary  of  the  scene, 

5 1  -year-old  Pauline  stands 
chewing  gum  frantically  in 
his  crowded  warehouse  in 
San  Francisco's  gritty 
Mission  District.  A  rotting, 
rat-chewed  piece  of  tattooed 
human  skin  hangs  on  the 
wall  for  decoration,  and  the 
place  is  so  filthy,  the  black¬ 
ened  cobwebs  might  be  hid¬ 
ing  a  few  dead  cats.  With 
’50s  black  greaser  hair,  mad- 
scientist  eyes,  and  a  man¬ 
gled  right  hand,  with  toes 
grafted  on  to  replace  the  fin¬ 
gers  he  lost  in  1982  while 
brewing  rocket  fuel,  Pauline 
may  not  stand  out  in  the  city 
of  freaks,  but  people  in 


Kansas  would  run  and  hide. 

Pauline  started  a  machine- 
art  collective  called  Survival 
Research  Labs  (SRL)  27 
years  ago.  Since  then  he's 
inspired  a  revolving  crew  of 
talented  welders,  rocket  sci¬ 
entists,  scenery  artists,  and 
electricians  to  help  create  his 
robots  and  events,  and  to 
make  SRL  a  home  for  their 
own  fevered  minds.  Some 
“apprentices,"  like  Ristow, 
have  gone  on  to  do  their  own 
thing,  but  SRL  has  been, 
without  question,  the  largest 
source  of  machine  and  fire 
art  in  the  world.  Over  the 
years  it  has  staged  55 
shows,  from  a  $500,000 
downtown  Tokyo  rampage  to 
one  San  Francisco  perfor¬ 
mance  (hat  was  raided  by 
law  enforcement.  Pauline's 
goal  in  life  is  to  create  unfor¬ 
gettable  events— shows,  he 
says,  “that,  when  you're  on 
your  deathbed,  the  image  is 
still  there,  your  last  flash." 

Which  raises  an  obvious 
question:  When  a  “show" 
can  include  up  to  40  pounds 
of  explosives,  50-foot  fire¬ 
balls,  and  sonic  booms  loud 
enough  to  be  heard  from 
miles  away — all  within  arm’s 
reach  of  Ihe  audience — 
could  they  actually  be  your 
last  flash? 

“The  consequences  of 
watching  a  show  are  fairly 
threatening,  but  it’s  not  really 
something  that  could  claim 
the  lives  of  hundreds  or  is 
pseudo-terrorist,'  Pauline 
defends,  before  adding, 
“Well,  it  could  be  that  other 
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thing,  but  we  really  try  our 
best  to  not  let  that  happen, 
and  it's  worked  out  so  far.” 

In  a  world  where  we  re 
protected  and  coddled  from 
the  coffee  being  too  hot  or 
the  war  too  real,  where  our 
lives  are  consumed  with  dia¬ 
pers,  cubicles,  and  Wal- 
Mart,  the  allure  of  SRL's  slo¬ 
gan' — "the  most  dangerous 
show  on  earth" — is  obvious. 
But  now,  tor  the  love  of  God, 
where’s  the  next  show? 

Performance  Art  Is  the 
Best  Revenge 

Pauline's  first  performance, 
in  1978,  was  called  "Machine 
Sex."  It  was  inspired  by  a 
girlfriend  who  was  pissed 
about  his  obsession  with 
machines.,  She  declared  her 
anger  with  a  poster  stapled 
about  town  that  read, 

MACHINE  SEX  IS  A  BORE. 

His  reprisal  took  place  in  a 
gas  station  that  was  closed 
for  the  day.  Pauline  had  cap¬ 
tured  and  killed  a  few  dozen 
pigeons,  dressed  them  in 
doll  outfits,  and  set  them  on 
a  loading  strip  feeding  into 
an  eight-foot  chopping 
machine.  He  set  the  scene 
with  explosions  and  fire  can¬ 
nons,  with  the  Cure  song 
"Killing  an  Arab"  playing  over 
and  over  at  slow  speed. 

A  small  crowd  started  to 
gather.  “Then  the  owner  of 
the  gas  station  showed  up 
and  saw  I  was  plugged  into 
his  electric  sockets,"  Pauline 
says  with  a  grin.  "He  asked, 
‘What  are  you  doing?'  1 
explained  if  was  'just  a  little 


performance'  and  handed 
the  guy  $20.  Somehow  he  let 
me  continue.”  So  Pauline 


shot  the  dead  pigeons  into  a 
see-through  dome  filled  with 
revolving  razor  blades  until 


the  bloody  bones  and  feath¬ 
ers  were  mashing  about, 
then  spat  the  mess  directly 
at  the  perplexed  crowd. 
Eighteen  minutes  later,  amid 
some  bewildered  claps, 
Pauline  packed  up  and  left. 

That  was  the  end  of  the 


girlfriend,  but  it  sparked 
something  else  in  Pauline— a 
desire  to  explore  technology 
designed  primarily  for  war, 
and  apply  it  for  no  purpose 
other  than  art.  "SRL  causes 
people  to  rethink  their  lives 
and  not  be  so  complacent, 
which  is  a  sign  it's  really 
good  art,"  explains  Michael 
Michael,  a  longtime  sidekick 
of  Pauline’s., 


When  Robots  Attack 

These  days,  SRL  scenes 
may  include  50-foot  build¬ 
ings  filled  with  explosives, 
bus-sized  martini  glasses 
with  flashing  lights,  a  20-foot 
Tesla  coil  sending  lightning 
30  feet  in  every  direction, 
and  up  to  two  dozen  robots 
fighting  one  another.  One  of 
Pauline’s  favorites  is  a  12- 
foot,  four-engine,  jet-pow¬ 
ered  hovercraft.  "The  loudest 
robot  on  earth,"  he  brags. 

"It’s  145  decibels  with  a  40- 


hertz  sound  wave — loud 
enough  to  permanently  dam¬ 
age  your  ears."  The  noise 
actually  blows  the  audi¬ 
ences'  hats  off. 

Another  favorite  is  a  7,000- 
pound,  12-foot  V-1  Buzz 
Bomb  engine,  designed  by 
the  Germans  in  WWII  to 
scare  villages,  which  could 
hear  it  coming  from  20  miles 
away.  Mobile  and  completely 
remote-controlled,  like  all  the 
machines,  the  V-1  shoots  a 
15-foot  jet  of  fire,  occasional¬ 
ly  sending  an  air  blast  so 
abruptly,  the  audience  loses 
its  ability  to  breathe.  The 
sound  shock  is  so  intense 
that,  if  left  on,  it'll  vibrate  your 
eyes  so  hard  they  gray  out. 
When  Pauline  intentionally 
triggers  it  to  backfire,  the 
blast  causes  dirt  to  shoot  out 
of  pavement  cracks  100  feet 
in  every  direction. 

But  his  most  favored  cre¬ 
ation?  The  Pitching  Machine, 
which  Pauline  proudly  calls 
"the  most  dangerous  robot 
on  earth.”  Two  tractor- trailer 
wheels  are  stacked  tread  to 
tread  and  connected  to  the 


largest  V-8  engine  ever  built. 
At  full  speed,  the  wheels  blur 
by  in  opposite  directions, 


then  a  feeder  loads  foot-long 
two- by-fours  between  the 


wheels  six  at  a  time — pow 
pow  pow  pow  pow  pow! 
They  get  ejected  at  195  miles 
per  hour  and  destroy  every¬ 


thing  they  hit- — other 
machines,  concrete  walls, 
clown  faces,  even  steel 
walls.  "This  adds  a  third 
dimension  of  chaotic 
defense  to  the  shows,''  grins 
Pauline.  "The  boards  fly  to 
pieces  and  ricochet  and 
seem  completely  out  of  con¬ 
trol,  and  we  can  fire  them 
from  right  next  to  the  audi¬ 
ence,  so  to  anyone  standing 
there  it  just  seems  crazy." 

“You  Could  Die  Here” 

"The  machines  sometimes 
come  at  the  audience,  and 
you  have  to  duck  or  move 
away,"  says  Michael  Michael 
(yes,  his  parents  gave  him 
that  name),  who's  also  one  of 
the  founders  of  Burning  Man, 
a  week-long  experimental 
community  and  arts  party  in 
the  Nevada  desert  that 
draws  40,000  people  each 
year.  "Or  maybe  they  send  a 
pressurized  blast  of  air  from 
40  feet  away  and  knock  you 
down.  The  noise  machines 
make  it  seem  like  some¬ 
thing's  alive  in  your  chest  try¬ 
ing  to  get  out,  and  you  can't 
breathe.  There's  definitely  a 
sense  of  chaos  in  the  audi¬ 
ence.  You  definitely  get  the 
feeling  at  an  SRL  show  that 
you  could  die  here  " 

But  really,  how  dangerous 
are  they?  Michael  gives  a 
long  pause. 

Then  pauses  longer. 

And  longer  still,  before 
finally  skirting  the  question 
with,  "You  have  to  be  aware 
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of  the  machines'  capabilities 
and  whether  they  have 
mechanical  arms  that  swing 
cut  or  flamethrowers.  Just 
stay  out  of  their  reach." 

Because  of  its  injury-free 
record  and  insurance  policy, 
SRL  won't  be  shut  down  any¬ 
time  soon,,  but  it  does  face 
stiff  opposition.  "We've  been 
banned  from  Europe.  They're 
a  kinder,  gentle  culture  over 
there  and  not  into  ultraviolent 
militaristic  craziness,  so  they 
get  confused.  They  think 
you're  fascists  unless  it’s 
sweet  and  light,"  Pauline  says. 

SRL  also  has  an  enemy  in 
the  San  Francisco  Fire  De¬ 
partment,  which  is  making  it 
hard  for  SRL  to  stage  events 
elsewhere  in  the  U.S.  Word 
on  the  street  is,  anytime  an 
SRL  show  is  announced, 
anywhere  In  the  country,  the 
SFFD  gets  on  the  line  and 
barks  "Don't  do  it!"  The  SFFD 
does  have  a  good  reason  to 
hate  SRL,  after  a  particularly 
explosive  Bay  Area  show  in 
1995.  When  the  SFFD  heard 
that  show  was  being 
planned,  they  contacted 
Pauline  and  told  him,  "No 
way.  Not  in  our  town.” 

Their  threat  was  like  trying 
to  browbeat  Marilyn  Manson

into  wearing  a  suit  and  tie 
for  Flalloween.  He  did  decide 
to  keep  things  secret,  how¬ 
ever;  no  one  was  told  until 
the  day  before  where  the 
show  would  occur.  The 
theme  became  "Crime 
Wave,"  because  Pauline 
knew  he'd  be  going  to  jail 
after  it  was  over.  And  in  true 
Pauline  style,  his  personal 
life  goal — to  break  ail  rules 
possible — ignited,  Pauline 
got  to  work. 


Riding  the  Crime  Wave 

With  a  crew  of  genius  misfits 
who  were  also  willing  to  go 
to  jail,  Pauline  created  a  set 
filled  with  images  of  crime: 
barbed  wire,  cameras,  and  a 
shaking  35-foot-tall  victim  on 
his  knees  with  rotating  eyes 
and  a  mouth  covered  in  ten 
rolls  of  duct  tape.  On  a  near¬ 
by  hillside,  a  prison  scene 
featured  a  dozen  life-size 
criminals  wobbling  around  a 
revolving  track  and  silhouet¬ 
ted  marionettes  having  anal 
sex  in  a  jail  cell. 

The  event  was  staged  in  a 
parking  lot  next  to  million- 
dollar  homes  under  the  Bay 
Bridge.  San  Francisco  has 
never  been  a  city  to  shun  a 
good  freak  show,  and  by 
word  of  mouth  alone,  3,000 
people  showed  up. 

"Crime  Wave"  began  when 
a  flamethrower  landed  its 
first  blast  on  a  Hamburgler 
marionette.  Then  dozens  of 
machines  came  alive  and 
began  darling  and  screech¬ 
ing.  One  catapulted  burning 
hay  bales  60  feet  across  the 
"stage";  another  shot  tracer 


rounds.  A  black  street 
sweeper  with  revolving  roof- 
mounted  helicopter  blades 
tore  into  the  scene,  crushing 
everything  in  its  path.  Ris- 
tow  was  there,  wearing  a 
mechanical  arm  that  remote- 
operated  a  nine-foot  robot, 
which  used  a  claw  to  drag 
Itself  around  and  bite  things. 
Some  of  the  props  exploded 
and  landed  in  the  audience. 

And  sure  enough,  45  min¬ 
utes  after  It  began,  just  as 
the  hillside  scene  detonated 
and  fell  into  the  mess 
below,  the  show  ended  in 
more  ways  than  one. The 
fire  department  and  the 
police  showed  up  and  sur¬ 
rounded  the  area. 

Pauline  and  one  other 


artist  were  questioned,  and 
later  charged  with  unlawful 
open  burning  and  use  of 
explosive  material.  If  Pauline 
had  pulled  this  in,  say,  Ohio, 
he’d  probably  still  be  plunk¬ 
ing  out  license  plates  today. 
But  in  San  Francisco,  good 
art  always  wins  in  the  end. 
Pauline  and  his  friend  got 


away  with  a  $500  fine;  the  40 
coconspirators  each  got  off 
with  25  hours  of  community 
service— and  a  reputation 
that  now  precedes  them. 

Marta  McGovern,  an 
inspector  for  the  fire  depart¬ 
ment,  says,  "Sure,  they're 
good  at  what  they  do.  You 
can't  just  pretend  with 


machines  like  that.  But  we 


don't  have  the  space  for  it 
here.  The  audience  can't  exit 


if  something  goes  wrong, 
and  the  shows  are  just  too 
unpredictable.’’ 


No  worries,  though,  That’s 
why  we  have  LA.

After  graduating  from 
Columbia  with  a  degree  in 
architecture,  and  after  a  five- 
year  stint  with  SRL,  Ristow 
decided  seven  years  ago  to 
move  to  LA.  and  try  to  make 
a  living  from  his  "serious  psy¬ 
chological  issues.”

in  robol/puppet  construction; 
he  designed  the  three-arm 
claws  Doc  Ock  used  to  tear

2.  He  just  sold  a  life-size  set 
of  breathing  metal  ribs  to  an 
art  collector  for  $9,500,  and 
he  ultimately  wants  to  make 
his  living  selling  machines  in 
art  galleries. 


Until  then,  his  livelihood 
rides  on  a  pilot  about  to  be 
shot  for  the  Discovery  Chan¬ 
nel.  The  concept  is  similar  to 
Roboshop:  Ristow  modifies 
everyday  machines,  like  rid¬ 
ing  lawn  mowers  and  wheel¬ 
chairs,  and  turns  them  into 
Swiss  Army  knives,  subur¬ 
ban  assault  vehicles  (com¬ 
plete  with  pneumatic  ramps 
to  jump  curbs),  or  giant 
chainsaw  arms  that  swing 
out  30  feet.  At  the  end  of 
every  show,  Ristow  will  try — 
with  a  straight  face — to  sell 
the  "improved"  contraption 
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back  to  the  manufacturer, 
Back  at  the  party,  R  is  low 
doesn't  need  to  keep  a 
straight  face,  He  won't  have 
a  problem  running  his  ma¬ 
chines  in  the  warehouse  or 
the  parking  lot— L.A.  authori¬ 


ties  are  used  to  fireballs  and 
cars  being  torn  apart,  Hell, 
this  is  where  the  Terminator 
movies  were  filmed, 

A  half-naked  girl  with 
eight-inch  black  vinyl  boots 
and  pasty,  doom-chick 


makeup  slinks  by,  A  boy  with 
orange  hair  dances  alone  by 
the  drill  press.  Someone 
shows  up  with  an  enormous 
pig  head,  eyes  intact;  two 
guys  throw  it  to  each  other 
like  a  football.  Flecks  of  skin 
and  fat  fly  off  into  the  200- 
person  crowd. 

With  a  roar,  two  machines 
come  to  life  inside  Ristow’s 
“living  room,"  One  single¬ 
armed  robot  with  a  three¬ 
pronged  head  holds  an 
ashen  man  15  feet  in  the  air, 
The  man  seems  to  be  uncon¬ 
scious.  Oh,  wait ...  it’s  a 
mannequin.  The  other  robot 
is  bent  over  with  a  stom¬ 


achache,  Suddenly  it  jerks 
upright  to  reveaf  tyrannous 
jaws.  Its  arms  swing  out 
angrily,  30  feet  wide,  to 
reveal  that  his  hands  are 
actually  chainsaws,  The 
show  has  started,  and  the 
crowd  darts  behind  drill 
presses  or  out  the  front 
gate,  keeping  its  distance. 
The  women  in  the  room 
stare,  transfixed.  As  the 
mannequin  is  torn  to  shreds 
between  the  two  monsters, 
Ristow  seems  nonchalant, 
but  his  insides  buzz,  “If  I 
could  do  a  show  a  day" 
he  admits,  “I  wouldn’t  need 
a  shrink, "cm— a 
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Ready  to  risk  your  ass  for  an  art  show  you’ll 
never  forget?  Here  are  a  few  people  and  places 
you  can  check  out. 

1.  Kal  Speltetich  lives  in  San  Francisco  and  specializes  in  inter 
active  robots  where  the  audience  can  step  into,  say,  a  revolving 
flamethrower,  and  run  it  themselves.

4.  Burning  Man  is  sort  of  like  an  annual  convention  for  the 
machine-art  industry;  the  yearly  festival  ends  with  the  torching 
of  a  50-foot  wooden  statue.  Go  to  BurningMan.com  and  start 
figuring  out  how  you’ll  get  to  Nevada. 

5.  Jim  “Safety  Third”  Mason  runs  “The  Shipyard”  {The 
5hipyard.org),  an  anarchic  collective  in  Oakland,  California.  His 
Impotence  Compensation  Project,  a  longtime  favorite  at 
Burning  Man,  had  five  pressurized  tanks  that  blasted  more  than 
30  gallons  of  kerosene  a  second  into  the  night  sky,  creating 
300-foot  wands  of  fire. 

6.  Nate  Smith  was  shy  and  totally  ignored — until  he  accidentally 
blew  up  the  trash  can  in  his  high  school  science  class.  Today 
he's  the  center  of  massive  crowds,  creating  his  famous  80-foot 
fire  tornadoes.  See  'em  for  yourself  at  Fire-Arts.com. 


7.  Christian  Ristow  says,  “There’s  a  common  thread  of  motiva¬ 
tion  that  turns  us  all  on."  Some  of  this  motivation  can  be  seen  at 
Coachella,  the  annual  California  arts  festival.  If  you  want  to 
understand  why,  for  example,  Ristow  s  relationships  with  hot 
women  never  work  out,  just  watch  his  show.  Love  Is  a  Many 
Splintered  Thing.

3.  SRL  can  be  trickier  to  pin  down.  Often  you  have  to  wait  until 
you  hear  a  whisper  about  a  vacant  lot  and  keep  your  fingers 
crossed  that  the  authorities  won’t  shut  it  down.

But  nobody  ex¬ 
pected  the  left-wing  id¬ 
iocy  of  the  dimwits  who 
run  San  Francisco.

Fein¬ 
stein  wanted  the  battle¬ 
ship  to  serve  as  a  perma¬ 
nent  memorial  to  sailors, 
many  of  whom  passed 
through  San  Francisco 
on  their  way  to  the  Pacific 
in  three  wars.  The  Iowa 
would  boost  the  city’s 
tourism  industry  as  a 
floating  museum,  and 
save  one  of  Ihe  Navy’s 
most  storied  warships. 

The  ship  had  a  distin¬ 
guished  World  War  II 


cidental  turret  explosion 
during  a  training  exer¬ 
cise  killed  47  sailors — 
the  great  ship's  worst 
casualty  toll  in  nearly  50 
years  of  service. 

The  idea  of  preserving 
the  Iowa  and  docking  it 
permanently  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  drew  strong  sup¬ 
port  from  Navy  groups 
and  veterans  associa¬ 
tions.  But  as  the  battle¬ 
ship  rested  at  temporary 
anchor  near  the  mouth  of 
the  Sacramento  River 
Delta,  it  became  evident 
that  there  were  problems 
in  its  eventual  home.  The 
city's  board  of  supervi¬ 
sors  voted  8-3  to  ban  the 
Iowa.  Bizarrely,  they  ar¬ 
gued  that  they  wanted  to 
express  their  opposition 
to  the  war  in  Iraq  by  vot¬ 
ing  against  the  ship.  They 


given  what  our  war  is  in 
Iraq  right  now.” 

Senator  Feinstein  was 
appalled.  "This  isn’t  the 
San  Francisco  that  I've 
known  and  loved  and 
grew  up  in  and  was  born 
in,"  she  said. 

But  the  lamebrained 
decision  of  Frisco's  politi¬ 
cal  leaders  doesn't  mean 
the  death  of  the  Iowa.

Stress  Cases

about  it,  but  like  their  fa¬ 
thers  and  arandfathers 


research  since  then  has 
revealed  that  the  phe¬ 
nomenon  actually  takes 
several  forms,  ranging 
from  the  immediate 
{when  a  soldier  actually

Military  medical  ex¬ 
perts  have  been  monitor¬ 
ing  combat  veterans  from 
Iraq  to  track  and  treat 
combat- related  stress.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  their  preliminary 
findings,  at  least  20  per¬ 
cent  of  troops  return  home 
from  service  with  some 
problems.  Symptoms 
range  from  persi  stent  in¬ 
somnia  to  irritability  and,  in 
the  worst  cases.,  acute 
changes  in  personality. 

Building  on  the  lessons 
learned  in  World  War  II, 
Korea,  and  Vietnam,  mili¬ 
tary  psychiatrists  now 
seek  to  get  those  afflicted 
into  early  treatment,  which 
provides  the  best  hope  of 
curing  the  problem. 

However,  the  military’s 
encouragement  of  early 
treatment  has  run  into 
something  of  a  genera¬ 
tion  gap.  While  younger 
soldiers  have  readily 
sought  psychological 
help,  since  they  regard 
combat  stress  as  a  dis¬ 
ease,  older  soldiers  often 
see  combat  stress  as  a 
character  (law  that  may 
hinder  their  chances  for
